TO HIS EXCELLENCY LAWRENCE, EAEL OF ZETLAND,. 

LORD LIEUTENANT-GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OP IRELAND, &C-, &C. 

We, the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, constituted by Acts of Parliament 
passed in the reigns of their late Majesties King George the Third and King George 
the Fourth, respectfully submit to Your Excellency the following General Report of 
our proceedings during the year 1889-1890. 

Since the date of our last Report to your Excellency’s predecessor, the Scheme under 
the Educational Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1885, for the future management of the 
Clonmel Grammar School has been finally approved by the Lord Lieutenant in Council, 
and is now in operation. This Scheme had been previously amended in accordance 
with the objection we had lodged against it in its original form, by providing for 
payment of the debt standing in our books against the Clonmel School ; and it now 
enacts that, after payment and satisfaction of all sums due to us, and subject to the 
vested interest of the Rev. Mr. Kennedy, in his office of Master of the School, if 
subsisting at the date of the Scheme, the Endowments at present vested in us, and the 
entire management of the school, are to be transferred to a body of local Governors. 
Mr. Kennedy resigned his office of Master before the Scheme came into operation ; and 
accordingly as soon as the aforesaid debt has been discharged, this School will pass 
completely from our control, and will not be mentioned any further in our Reports. 

The Privy Council have also provisionally approved of the Scheme published under 
the same Act for the Grammar School at Navan. By its provisions, subject to all 
existing vested interests, a new Board of local Governors is to be formed for the 
management, inter alia, of the Endowments of that School ; and we are from and 
after the date of the Scheme to hold the Endowments in trust for that Board and to 
pay to them the income, dividends, and produce thereof, to be applied by them as thereby 
airected. We have not lodged any objections to this Scheme. 

The Amended Scheme for the Ulster Royal Schools has twice during the past year 
been submitted to the Lord Lieutenant in Council for provisional approval, and has 
been twice remitted to the Educational Endowments Commissioners. On neither 
occasion did we consider it necessary to be represented before the Privy Council, 
or to forward any objection or amendment ; our Draft Scheme (differing in so many 
material respects from that adopted by the Endowments Commission) having been, 
with a full explanatory memorandum, forwarded to them in 1886 with the view to 
having it considered by them and laid before the Privy CounciL 

The only other Scheme published since our last Report affecting the Schools 
under our control is that for the Royal School at Carysfort. It provides that the 
Endowments (which have always been applied to Primary Education), are to continue 
vested in us upon trust to promote Elementary and Technical Education in the 
Carysfort neighbourhood and in the Town of Arklow. We have proposed but one 
slight amendment in this Scheme. 

We elected four Royal Scholars last November — William F,. B. Chapman and 
Mcredyth A. Smyth on the Armagh foundation, John T. W. Hewitt on the Dungannon 
foundation, and Arthur Davis on the Enniskillen foundation. These Scholarships 
are held subject to any change that may take place by reason of the Scheme for 
the Ulster Royal Schools coming into operation.

We have expended on the repair of the different School-houses and premises under 
our charge such sums as under present circumstances we considered advisable ; but, 
in view of the changes contemplated by the Schemes above-mentioned, we have 
reduced our outlay in this respect to a considerable extent. 

Royal Schools. 

The attendance at the Royal Schools continues to decline, and they have practically 
ceased to be used as boarding schools. The returns furnished by the masters give the 
number on the rolls on the 1st of February as 104, of whom 4 are boarders and 100 
day pupils. Of these 74 belong to the Church of Ireland, 1 9 are members of the Roman 
Catholic Church, and 11 members of other religious bodies. The corresponding number 
for last year was 110—7 boarders and 103 day pupils. There are 11 free scholars at 
these schools. 

Banagher . — Wc mentioned in last year’s report that the Treasury had informed us 
that they were about to commence legal proceedings for recovery of the sum of 
£225 18s. lid., balance of an old debt due to them from the Banagher estate since the 
year 1819. They have since obtained judgment for the full amount of their claim, and 
have had a Receiver appointed over the estate. We have consequently been compelled 
to surrender the lease of the school-house, and to close the school. 

EnniskiUcn . — The Committee representing the various Protestant denominations of 
Fermanagh have informed us that it is their intention to avail themselves of the option 
given them by the 66th section of the Scheme for the Ulster Royal Schools, and to 
continue to use the Enniskillen premises for the purposes of a school, and they have 
applied to us to put the buildings at Portora into a condition fit to be at once fully 
occupied for educational purposes prior to handing them over to the Fermanagh 
Protestant Local Board. During the last five years the School has practically 
collapsed; and we have confined our expenditure on the buildings to what was 
absolutely necessary to prevent grave permanent injury. There has accordingly been 
a sum of about £650 saved in respect of expenditure upon repairs ; and we propose, 
upon the transfer of the School to the Protestant Local Board being secured, to 
expend this sum in accordance with the application of the Committee. 

Raphoe . — The Rev. James A. Weir, who had been the Head Master of this school 
since the year 1857, died on the 7th of October last. We notified the occurrence at 
the time to your Excellency, in whom the power of appointment is vested, but no new 
appointment has been made. We have continued the school under the direction of the 
Assistant Masters, pending the introduction of the new Scheme. 

Carysfort . — This school has not been in operation since 1887, when the late Master 
died. As mentioned above the Educational Endowments Commissioners have issued a 
Draft Scheme dealing with the Endowments. 

We have no remarks to make upon the Armagh or Dungamion schools. 

Grammar Schools or Private Foundation. 

The returns from these schools show a considerable decrease in the number of 
pupils since our last report — 52 (49 Church of Ireland, 3 Roman Catholics), as compared 
with 93 for 1889. This is mainly to be attributed to the resignation of the Head 
Master of Clonmel, and the closing of that school. Last year there were 38 pupils- 
on the roll at Clonmel. We are pleased to notice at Midleton College an increase in 
the number both of boarders and of day boys. 

There are 8 free scholars at these schools. 

Bdlyroan. — Mr. John B. Lyon, the Head Master of Ballyroan, died on the 5th 
November last. The Trustees of the Endowment have appointed Mr. Charles A. Bury,, 
the Assistant Master at the Navan school, as his successor. Mr. Bury holds his 
appointment subject to the provisions of the Educational Endowments Act, 1885. 

Clonmel . — We are glad to be able to report, as will be seen by reference to 
Ajmendix D, that the debt on the Clonmel School has been considerably reduced. 

It is not in our power to give any further information with regard to the non-vested 
schools than can be derived from Table C in the Appendix. 

The number of pupils at our Tenantry Schools has increased during the year from 
398 to 412, and the average attendance is reported to us as satisfactory. 
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ESTATE MANAGEMENT. 

The payment of rent during the past year has not been at all as satisfactory as for 
the year 1888. Up to the present time our agents have accounted to us for the sum 
of £6,987 7s. 7d., upon a rental of £7,595 9a. 9c?., while upon all our estates, with the 
exception of Cavan and Carysfort, the outstanding arrears have increased, and at 
present amount to £6,745 13s. 7d. 

With regard to Raphoe we have been obliged for the last two years to omit the 
particulars of this estate from Appendix E in our reports ; as our agent was unable, 
for the reasons therein mentioned, to close his accounts for either of those years until 
the 16th of last July. We append in a note to our present report the particulars so 
omitted ; from which it will be seen that the sum collected for the two years did 
not amount to one year’s complete rental of the estate, and that the arrears had 
consequently been largely increased. 

The accounts for the year 1889, show a much more favourable state of affairs. 
Our agent informs us that the tenants have apparently become well disposed, and 
that friendly relations have been at length established. Out of a rental of £495 1 Ss. 10d, 
he has collected (inclusive of abatements) a sum of £493 Is. 7d. 

We add the following remarks upon our other estates ; — 

Artnagh . — The rents have not been well paid upon this estate, and the arrear has 
been increased by about £130. Our agent reports that this is to be attributed to 
the great amount of sickness that prevailed among the tenantry. 

Banagher . — The increase in the arrear at Banagher is mainly due to the fact that 
the principal tenant has instituted proceedings in the Land Court ; and pending the 
decision of his case we have not pressed him for payment of his rent in full. The 
other small arrears are balances which were left outstanding as the tenants claimed a 
larger reduction than we were disposed to grant. 

Carysfort . — More than a full year’s rent has been collected on this estate, and the 
outstanding arrears have been reduced to the sum of £9 19s. id We made no abate- 
ment to the tenants beyond our usual allowances. 

Cavan . — The collection on the Cavan estate has also been very satisfactory, and 
our agent has accounted to us for a sum of £582 3s. 3d, on a rental of £559 16s. lid 
We granted to all non-judicial tenants a reduction of seven and a half per cent. 

Dungannon . — Although we made an abatement of fifteen per cent, on non-judicial 
rents, and of ten per cent, upon all arrears, we regret to say that we have only 
succeeded in collecting £1,603 105. 9d The rental of the estate has been raised to 
the sum of £1,681 Os. lid 

j Enniskillen . — Owing to the number of appeals pending in the Land Court from 
decisions of the Sub-Commissioners, the amount received at Enniskillen has not been 
as large as it would have otherwise been. The arrear has consequently been increased 
by £48 17s. 6d ; and we have in addition cancelled old arrears to the amount ot 
£21 16s. Id Owing to the action of the Land Court the rental has been somewhat 
reduced. On this estate also we allowed the non-judicial tenants seven and a half per 
cent, abatement. 

Cappcdoughlin. — We made no general reduction upon the rents at Cappaloughlin, 
but we authorized our agent to deal with individual cases at his discretion, the 
abatement in no instance to exceed 25. 6 d. in the pound. 

Clonmel . — The increase in the arrears has been principally caused by the default oi 
one tenant whom we were compelled to evict last July, and whose farm is still lying 
idle on our hands. W e offered no abatement to the tenants on this estate.

Notice is hereby given, that a Scheme dealing with the Endowments of the Royal Schools lias 
been published by the Educational Endowments Commissioners, and that in the evont of such 
Scheme coming into operation previous to the award of Royal Scholarships for the year 1890, 
such Scholarships can be granted only subject to the provisions of that Scheme. 

The following regulations are announced, subject to this notice. 


Royal Scholarships in Trinity College, Dublin. 

Regulations of “The Commissioners of Education in Ireland” for 1890. 


“The Commissioners of Education in Ireland” have 
founded Exhibitions called “ Royal Scholarships,” for 
students who shall enter Trinity College from the 
Royal Schools of Armagh, Dungannon, Enniskillen, 
or Cavan. One scholarship of £4-0 and one of £30 
will, if sufficient merit is shown, and if there are 
hinds available for that purpose, be awarded in 1890 
to candidates from Dungannon and Enniskillen : one 
of £25 to candidates from Cavan Royal School ; and 
one of £30 to candidates from Armagh Royal 
School. 

These scholarships can he obtained by such students 
only as have been three years in all, previously to 
their entrance into Trinity College, pupils in some 
one or other of the Royal schools. It is not, however, 
hereby intended to prevent pupils from moving from 
one of these schools to another ; but the scholarships 
founded for the respective schools of Armagh, Dun- 
gannon, Enniskillen, and Cavan, can be obtained only 
by students who have entered the University from 
the schools for which such scholarships have been 
founded. 

Subject to certain conditions hereinafter mentioned 
Royal Scholarships are tenable for four years, save that 
on the Armagh foundation, which is tenable for two 
years, but with power to the Commissioners to extend 
same at the expiration of said two years for a further 
period of two years, if there are funds available for the 
purpose. 

The Provost and Senior Fellows appoint examiners 
in each year, to examine, on the first convenient day 
after the second entrance, in the month of October, 
such students as have entered from the said four 
Royal schools, and shall offer themselves as candidates 
for these scholarships. • 

In 1890, the examinations will be in the subjects 
selected by the Board and Council of Trinity College 
for their Junior Exhibition Examination. The scale 
of marks in both Examinations will be identical. 

No sizar shall be admitted as a candidate, who shall 
not have remained at one of the Royal schools to which 
the scholarships are attached till the sizarship entrance 
examination next preceding the examination for Royal 
Scholarships at which he may be a candidate. 

No other student shall he admitted as a candidate 
for a Royal scholarship who shall not have remained 
at one of the Royal schools to which the scholarships 
are attached till, an entrance examination in Trinity 


College, in the month of October next preceding the 
examination for Royal scholarships. 

In 1890 no student who shall have attained 19 
years of age on the 1st clay of October can be a 
candidate for a Royal scholarship. 

Each candidate shall produce to the Secretary of the 
Commissioners a certificate signed by the Master of 
the Royal Bchool from which he shall have entered 
Trinity College, certifying that he is duly qualified 
according to the above-stated rules ; such certificate, 
countersigned by the Secretary to the Commissioners, 
to he subsequently handed by the candidate to the 
examiners. 

No student can be a candidate a second time. 

The candidates from all the schools shall be examined 
together, and a return made to the Commissioners of 
their positive merit ; and also an arrangement of the 
candidates according to their answering, without dis- 
tinction of schools. 

The Commissioners reserve to themselves the power 
of suspending or diminishing one or more scholarships 
if sufficient merit has not been shown. 

A Royal scholarship becomes forfeited by the holder 
of it incurring, any heavy collegiate censure, such as 
public admonition, or rustication ; failing to proceed 
regularly with his class without the leave of the 
Board of Trinity College ; or failing to obtain in any 
year either one honor of the first rank, or two honors 
of the second rank. 

Each of the following distinctions is reckoned as 
equivalent to one Honor of the first rank ; a Univer- 
sity Moderatorship — a University Scholarship — the 
Berkeley Gold Medal — the Vice-Chancellor’s (Latin) 
Gold Medal — the Lloyd Exhibition — the Wray Prize — 
Success in the First Indian Civil Servico (competitive) 
Examination, or at the Cooper’s Hill Engineering Col- 
lege, or Woolwich or Sandhurst Entrance Examina- 
tions. And each of the following distinctions is 
reckoned as equivalent to one honor of the second 
rank ; the election itself to one of the Royal Scholar- 
ships, obtaining a Respondency, or a first class at the 
Littlego. 

The exhibitions become due half-yearly, viz.„on the 
first of May, and on the first of November. Payments 
will be made in May to such students only as have 
obtained in the preceding part of that year at least 
one honor of the second rank. A half-yearly payment 
held over in May will be made in November, provided 
an honor has been obtained in the meantime; and 
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payment for the entire year will be made in November 
to such students os have not qualified for the May 
half-year’s payment, and shall have then fulfilled all 
the requisites for the entire year. Payments in 

respect of Royal scholarships at each of the above- 

mentioned Royal schools, will only be made where 
there is residue of funds available for that purpose from 
the estate of that school after the payment of all prior 
charges upon the school funds. 

In coses where very distinguished merit has been 
shown during their undergraduate course by students 
holding minor scholarships, and where scholarships for 
the same school remain suspended, or have been for- 
feited, the Commissioners will, at the close of each 
'year, receive memorials from such students for an 
increase of their stipend. 

The names of Royal scholars are placed on the 
college books, immediately after the names of the 
university scholars, without, however, altering their 
degree of seniority amongst their class-fellows. 


Midletok School. 

“ The Commissioners of Education in Ireland ” will 
grant annually two prizes, one of £30 and one of £20, 
to be competed for by such junior freshmen who shall, 
subject to the rules prescribed for the Royal schools, 
have entered Trinity College, Dublin, from Midlefcon 
school, and shall have been examined along with the 
candidates for the Royal scholarships and in the same 
course. 

The Commissioners reserve to themselves the right 
of withholding or reducing these prizes where sufficient 
merit has not been shown. 

Note. — The course of examination for Royal scholar- 
ships muy be varied from time to time by the Com- 
missioners.
